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The Exhibition of Portuguese Àrt whích Professor Reynaldo dos Santos 
has organísed for the Royal Àcademy this winter contains more than 
600 exhibits and ranges in date from approximately 800 to 1800 A.D. 

Many of the most outstanding works in paintíng, sculpture and silvar are 
represented in this Souvenir, and reproductions of ceramics, textiles and 
furniture have also been included to givc some impression of the variety 
and richness of this unique Exhibition. 

We are especially proud that this Souvenir is the first English puhli- 
cation to reproduce in its entirety, and with a nuinber of details, the superb 
Polyptych by Nuno Gonçalves, which snrely ranks affiong the peat 
European paintings of the qualtrocento. 

The reproductions of ceramics do less than justice to the Poitngneae 
achievement both as the earliest purchasers of Chinese porcelain for the 
European market, certainly from before 1521, and in the development of 
their own native faience, in whích they preceded the Dutch íaetories of 
Delft. The original pieçes which establish the clairn of Portugal as 
pioneers, with their dates and inscriptions, wíll be found in the Exhibition; 
but as their ímportance cannot be appreciated in reproduction they have 
been omitted from this volume. 

The Royal Àcademy is deeply conscious of its índebtedness to the owners 
of these works and to the Government of Great Britain’s oldest ally, 
for the privilege of revealing for the first time in any Exhibition the arts 
of Portugal in all their variety. 

Only those who have seen this Exhibition take shape, from its earliest 
plaxming until its final arrangement in the Galleríes of the Royal Àcademy, 
can be aware how much we owe both to Professor Reynaldo dos Santos 
and to Madarae Irene Quilho, his able and scholariy assistant.
